AFFIDAVIT of PROBABLE CAUSE 



1) Your affiants are LT. Jonathan MAYS and Tpr. Steven NESBIT of the Pennsylvania State Police. 
LT. MAYS is currently assigned as the Troop H/Criminal Investigation Section Commander. Tpr. 
NESBIT is currently assigned to the Troop H/Carlisle Barracks as a member of the Criminal 
Investigations Unit. During our combined tenure with the PA State Police \Ne have conducted and 
assisted in numerous investigations into criminal homicide. 

2) On 02/02/15, at approximately 1600 hours, Officer Lisa MEARKLE of the Hummelstov\/n Police 
Department was on routine patrol traveling from South Hanover Street onto North Hanover Street. 
As she approached the intersection of Main Street and North Hanover Street she observed a Saturn, 
Aura model Sedan, blue in color passed her position. The sedan displayed expired inspection and 
emission stickers. The stickers had expired in December 2014. Officer MEARKLE immediately 
maneuvered her marked police vehicle into a position to follow the sedan. The operator of the 
sedan, (later identified as David Anthony KASSICK), eventually maneuvered his vehicle in such a 
way that he attempted to flee Officer MEARKLE. Officer MEARKLE immediately pursued the sedan 
operated by KASSICK while activating her marked police vehicle's lights and sirens. 

3) KASSICK drove the sedan to the residence of 32 Grandview Drive, South Hanover Twp., Dauphin 
County. He pulled the sedan into the driveway and Officer MEARKLE pulled in directly behind him. 
KASSICK instantaneously exited the vehicle and ran on foot toward the rear of the residence. Officer 
MEARKLE pursued KASSICK on foot, as they ran to the rear of the residences of 32 and 34 
Grandview Drive. KASSICK continued to flee up a small embankment and next to a large row of 
arborvitae trees. As KASSICK traversed along the row of arborvitae trees he was now on the 
property of 36 Grandview Drive, South Hanover Township, Dauphin County.

3) While in the rear of 36 Grandview Drive, along the arborvitae trees, Officer MEARKLE closed the 
distance between herself and KASSICK. Officer MEARKLE was able to successfully deploy her 
Conducted Electronic Weapon (GEW) probes into KASSICK's person. The CEW deployment struck 
KASSICK momentarily incapacitating him and causing him to fall to the ground. At this point. Officer 
MEARKLE instructed KASSICK not to move and to show his hands. KASSICK had not been 
physically aggressive towards Officer MEARKLE nor did he subject her to any physical contact. 
KASSICK was lying on the snow covered ground, on his stomach, with his head facing away from 
her. At times, KASSICK'S Left hand was briefly not visible to Officer MEARKLE. 

4) Officer MEARKLE drew her Clock, Model 22 pistol. Officer MEARKLE held the CEW in her left 
hand and the pistol in her right hand. At this point, KASSICK had his left hand out of Officer 
MEARKLE'S view and she again activated the CEW. While the CEW was cycling, Officer MEARKLE 
fired a single round from her pistol. At the time Officer MEARKLE fired, KASSICK was facing away 
from Officer MEARKLE, flat on his stomach, and her point of aim was the center of his back. After 
firing the first round. Officer MEARKLE continued to give KASSICK the verbal command of show me 
your hands. While the CEW was still activated. Officer MEARKLE fired a second round from her 
pistol. Once again. Officer MEARKLE's point of aim for the second shot was the center of 
KASSICK'S back. 

5) Officer MEARKLE then held the scene until back up officers arrived. Once additional officers 
arrived Officer MEARKLE attempted to perform lifesaving treatment, but KASSICK died as a result of 
the gunshot wounds. KASSICK was pronounced dead at the scene by the Dauphin County 
Coroner's Office. While processing the area around KASSICK's body, a hypodermic needle was 
located. There were no firearms or other weapons located on KASSICK'S person or in the 
surrounding area of KASSICK. 

6) Officer MEARKLE'S CEW was among the items seized by investigators as evidence at the scene. 
This particular model of CEW (Taser Model X2) is equipped with both audio and video recording 
capabilities which were functioning at the time of the incident. A review of the stored video illustrates 
the scene and shooting as previously described. This affiant reviewed the video many times. At the 
time Officer MEARKLE fires both rounds from her pistol, the video clearly depicts KASSICK lying on 



the snow covered iawn with his face towaid ine yiuuiiu. Fuiil ici iViOie, ai inc tiiMc tne tguPhjS are iiroi 



nothing can be seen in either of KASSICK's hands nor does he point or direct anything toward Officer 
Mearkle.

7) On 02/05/15, Officer MEARKLE was interviewed at Pennsylvania State Police Harrisburg Station. 
During the interview Officer MEARKLE related there was no physical contact or struggle with 
KASSICK during the incident. Officer MEARKLE went on to explain that KASSICK was not 
physically aggressive toward her at any point during the incident. She related that during the incident 
KASSICK failed to comply with her commands to show her his hands. He repeatedly reached his left 
hand toward what appeared to be his jacket pocket. Officer MEARKLE further related during her 
interview that she felt KASSICK was reaching into jacket to retrieve a weapon or more specifically a 
gun. When further questioned about whether KASSICK had or displayed a weapon at any point, 
Officer MEARKLE responded by explaining that he did not. Officer MEARKLE went on to explain 
that she did not see him display anything that could have been considered a weapon during the 
incident. Officer MEARKLE advised your affiants that she fired the two shots from her pistol due to 
the fact that KASSICK would not show his hands and she perceived he was reaching into his jacket 
for a gun. 

8) On 02/03/15, an autopsy was conducted on KASSICK'S body. The autopsy was conducted at the 
Dauphin County Coroner's Office, by Forensic Pathologist Wayne ROSS. At the conclusion of the 
autopsy, the cause of death was determined to be gunshot wounds to body. 

9) A review of the investigation finds that Officer MEARKLE employed deadly force without 
justification as required by Title 18 of the Pennsylvania Consolidated Statutes and by doing so her 
actions resulted in the death of David KASSICK. 

10) Your affiants respectfully request MEARKLE answer to the charge set forth in this complaint.
